Ah the president had decided to call 
confjross tuy;ether in the early part oi 
yepteniher to deal with the tinaiicial 
eitnation and manifested no intention 
of changing his stated purpose, the pro 
ject of an earlier session of coagtea*, if 
18 under8t<K)d, was dropped. 

bo far as the continuance of the pur- 
chase of silver billion under the Sher- 
man law was concerned, it was point'^d 
out that little more than two iiiontli'^ 
remaiiK'il before cun^^resa would '.•on- 
vene in extra srssiou and that dui in;.; 
the intervening time the silver to Ix 
purcha.sed would be only )l,000,iMy. 
ounces, a comparatively small amount 
in view of the jjreviou.n purchaoc.'<. 

That the l>est way to deal with tli 
qnaetion was to await the course of 
•vents for two moiit lis lonLccrwas gen 
•rally agreed to, and it was with this 
,Tiew dominant that tb* meeting ikl- 
'jonrned. 

Members of coiiKTe^s are shy about 
expressing opinions and do not 
Mem to realize the fiill extent of the ac 
tlon of India and its efiect. They all 
agree that the prici' of silver will fi:ll 
btlt exactly how it will atfwt Ifgiblatioi 
thev know not. 

From the comi)aratively few con- 
gressmen in the city the following 
views ha^3 been obtained: 

Rei)re8eiitative Alderoon of West 
Virginia said that the action of the In- 
dian government greatly embarrassed 
the situation here. He was a free sil 
ver man, but he believed the con<litionb 
at this time would have to be consid 
ered in any legislatum on the subject; 
that we could not legislate on the con- 
ditions of 10 or 1- \ earB a^o. and that 
congress wcjuld have to act in accoid- 
ance with things as they find them and 
not upon theories. lie thotight a great 
many silver men were dispt)s>'d to aj^rce 
to some compromise, but tho matter ot 
detail o<Ndd not jrvt b* detannined 
upon. 

Representative Iteredith of Virginia 
said matters were complicated for the 
silver men. He thouglit the Sherman 
law would be repealed, but he didn't 
care to guess us to th« ohamotMr of the 
substitute for it. 

"This action on the tiart of tlie 
goverunient of India." said Mr. lloutncr 
of Louisiann. "tlirows a goo<l many 
more difticultifs in the way of friT 
' coinage. I >iave no doubt that hml 'not 
this been brought about Mr. Cleveland 
would, during the next st ssion of c<in- 
gresB, have«luid a free coinage bill pre- 
iMtted to liim for his sanction <jr Lis 
veto. I cati not tell, and no once an as 
yet, I think, how mui h the demoneti/a- 
tion of silver in India will allei t this 
situation. I have no tiuestion in my 
mind about the propriety of repealing 
the Sherman law, but we have got tv 
have 8(jme means of supplving money 
for trade and comu)erce. ^he volume 
of gold is not sufQcient and the de- 
ficiency has g^t to b* supplied by an- 
other currency. 

"I am not wedded to any particular 
scheme, but what the i)eople of this 
country want is sufficient money for 
business and it has got to be suppli'-d. 
A lilrge number of silver men who 
voteed for the rei)^)eal of the Sherman 
law last congri bs djd so on their faith 
that at the beginning of this congress 
10 per cent tax on state banks would 1k< 
repealed. ?ox my part I saw no reason 
why the things should not have been 
coupled, and I was not willing to trust 
to tno future for action on the bank and 
I voted against tho repeal of the Bher- 
man law. It ia not silver per se that 
the people want, but it is a enfficieniry 
of sound money. I think that oongres-; 
should have been called together in 
April, and now we slumld g«t together 
ae soon as poosible." 

Representative Oats ol Alabtiu Hiys 
he is nopefnl of a speedy settlMneAt of 
the financial question when congress 
meete. He anticipates, of course, that 
there will be considerable tronble ami 
that members will be inclined to hold 
firmly to the theories they have been 
presenting all along, but that the com- 
mon sense of the situation is to do 
something to meet the conditions. He 
thinkitf tlie most logical and couoimon 
sense thing will be to repeal tlie

Even Monday 
it had only ■ abort dispatch from Bey 
root furnished by Beuter's Telegram 
cympany. The Standard published a 
dispatch ftan Poit Saidtw* tenor of 
which is nmllar to Oiat famiahedby 
Renter's Telegram company. 

As soon as the fact of the disaster 
wae known in Londop, Ae cepreaent«i 
tive of the United ftm telegraphed to 
a firm of ahip agtata ia Beyroot mak 
ing arrangements with th«n to furnish 
hini wUk • fnlljijtonr jto transmit to the 
newsM^an of Cu Tfultad States. 

Owing to the distance of Beyroot 
from the aoene of the ^ident^ the dif- 
ficulty of getting 1^9 mm of the fleet to 
talk. Rear Admiral Ifarkham keeping 
them within striQjb boonds, and the 
slowness of the TlUilnjdi telegraph of 
ficials, much delay was •zpenenced in 
getting a story to London. 

The United Press report of the affair 
was filed in the telegraph office Sunday 
morning, but did not reach hMifm un- 
til Monday night. The reprassntative 
of the United Press had also made ar 
rangements for a full story upon the 
arrival of any of the British llset at 
Malta.

Says the Busint'HS Register of Chicago : 
"The failure of amall banka h«N, tnd 
throughout the country, continues and in 
nearly every instatuc ccunin^r under our 
observation these banking institutiono 
could have easily weathered the atom if 
the syiidii'iito hanks had cared to see 
them continue business. But they were 
not of the favored hoaiehold, and while 
the 8us'pen<!t'd in«titutions were,innear- 
ly every instance, ( onduoted in a conser- 
vative way, wlien tlie squeezing process 
wai applied they had to close, for they 
could not realize on their outstanding 
assets. Money was hoarded in the big 
banks and not ohtainable; no matter how 
strong the aiipi-al. It is tiie policy of the 
syndiiate hanks to make money scarce 
They are withholding it not only from 
the smaller banking institations to force 
Ihein out, but many industrial ent^^rprises 
are being forced to suspend or curtail 
th0ir output. 

"Accommodations are being denied to 
many of tlie most solid industrial insti- 
tations of thecountry, someof which have 
recently been compelled to assign or to 
lay off hundreds of their employes, not 
because there is any lack of orders, or lack 
of work, but because of a lack of money, 
or, to speak with absolute exactness, a 
fictitious money famine. 

" It is the desire of the syndicate banks 
that money shall be considered eloae, as 
it la their intention to compel that con-

In the House Tuesday tho Senate joint 
resolution api)ropriatinK $100 f.>r each of 
the clergymen of Frankfort, for services 
as Ivegislative chaplains, was favorably 
reported. 

The bill diret-led against the numerical 
bond companies ana investment aasoci- 
ations, denominated as trauds and swin- 
dles by tlie State Insurance Commission- 
er, was discussed for a time until further 
consideration was postponed hy the sec- 
ond class city charter hill comin^^ on as a 
special order. 

The charter as parsed by the Senate 
makes the Auditor elective liy the Com- 
mon Council, instead of by the peoi>le. 
All other municipal officers are elticted 
by a popular vote. There was no debate 
over the measure, and the amended sub- 
stitute was adopted by yeas (il, nays 
nothing. 

The Anti-Ik>nd Investment Commis- 
sion bill was again taken up and an a- 
mendment was adopted requiring all such 
companies and ct^rporations to nle with 
the Insurance Commissionar its certificate 
accepting the terms of all laws of this 
State applicable to insurance oompaniea 
and to come und«r the direction and con- 
trol of the Insurance Department of the 
Htate and shall pay the said department 
15 per cent of gross receipts, to be held 
by the Commissioner as a guarantee safe- 
ty fund for the redemption of the bonds. 

The House concurred in the Senate 
resolution providing for a committee of 
six to certify the General Statutes, and 
refused to limit the time to sixty days.
